The fact that the adjourned Ard Fheis, which 
was bold at the }ansion House, Dublin, yes- 
terday, had nothing of a contentious nature 
to discuss afi@eted the attendance, which was 
net nearly so large as that which assembled at 
the protracted meeiing in February last, when 
the Treaty wag under discussion. It was nearly 
an hour after the appointed time of opening 
ywhen Mr. de Valera, ae President of the Sinn 
Fein Qaganisation, took the chair. With him 
on the platform were Messrs. Griffith and Col-

OFFICERS’. BOARD. 


Mr. de Valera’ intimated that it was the 
wish of the Officers’ Board that the control of 
the organisation should continue to rest, as at 
present, in the Board until the elections, and 
that after that the Ard Comhairle should be 
summoned to consider the future government of 
the organisation. 

Mr. Griffith formally seconded a motion to 
that effect, and it was unanimously approved. 

Mr. de Valera stated that if there was no 
special business he would bring the proceedings 
to a close. Delegates should not think that 
their journey had been -for nothing. They 
wanted that organisation, which had done so 
much for ‘the ‘national interests, to enter the 
election in the spirit of the agreements They 
wanted them—and he was speaking for both 
sides of the Officers’ Board—to back the national 
candidates for national  ptrpdses. They 
wanted to make sure that, whatever the future 
had in store, the spirit that animated both sec- 
tions in the fight for the last four or five years 
would be to the fore in the new Ireland, They 
asked them, therefore, for the sake of the 
nation, to lend all the support of the branches 
to the restoration of normal conditions within 
the country. 

They wanted ordered conditions. One of the 
great forces of disorder in this country were 
the newspapers. (Applause.) He agreed with 
the Minister of Finance that he would give 
no statement to the Press concerning the 
agreement. That day he saw in the Press 
views of his as if he gave a personal inter- 
view. He never gave anyone authority to use 
his name in connection with the agreement. 
They wanted the delegates, when t went 
back to the country, to tell their clubs that 
it was the unanimous wish of the 
Officers’ Board to help in every way 
in restoring ordered conditions. He was 
sorry to see that the drink evil was coming 
into the country again. It needed the support 
of the whole organisation to stop it, as Ireland 
was really in danger when that evi] came back 
to the country. (Applause.) 

A delegate expressed the view that there 
would be some difficulty in connection with the 
election. For instance, a member of a 
Farmers’ Union or a Labourers’ Union, who was 
also a member of that organisation, might be 
supposed to vote against his own union and to 
support the national panel] candidates. 

Mr. de Valera declared that he took it that 
nobody had a right to be there as a member of 
that political organisation if he wished to 
oppose its nominees.

NEED OF A COMMON POLICY. 


As to the North-East, one of the main 
reasons for the agteement was that a common 
policy might be adopted towards that question, 
and as it. had not yet been evolved, and as a 
discussion on it would of necessity bring up the

form would imperil the spirit of the agreement, 
just made. He believed that both sections of 
the Officers Board understood the question 
thoroughly. People in the North-East thought 
that they could not understand it, but they 
must be very dull, indeed, if they did not. as 
they bad met the Northern representativea 
dozens of times. The object of the agreement 
was to arrive at a common policy, and they, 
therefore, preferred not to have this question 
raised at present. 

A Northern delegate announced that a whole 
townland had been wiped out, but nothing 
about it had appeared in the Press; whercas 
if there were airocities by the Turks there 
would be great headlines in the newspapers. 
In his own town people were lying in the 
streets, and even in graveyards. He was now 
going home to a veritable hell; yet that was 
never mentioned there. It was a serious matter 
for the South. There were 200,000 people in 
the North, with al) kinds of arms, yet Catholics 
had none. If he were hauled out of his house 
that night all he could do would be to make an 
act of contrition. The English Press was very 
wroth because the real intention was that they 
in the South should injure Protestants, and 
then all the brutal ‘‘B". men would have the 
right to march to Cork and the disarmed Sout), 
would be an easy prey. Decent men had told 
him that he would have to go outside the six 
counties. People were asked to curse the Pope. 
If they did there was a chance for them, but if 
they did not, off they went. Every man from 
60 to 14 years was armed. — 

Mr. de Valera gaid that speeches conld be 
made depicting the conditions in the North. so 
that they in other parts of Ireland might 
realise the terrible conditions. He hoped that 
the newspapers, instead of misrepresenting some 
people, would do something for humanity by 
publishing these experiences. 

A clergyman complained of the way in which 
the newspapers had treated them. There were 
two supposed national newspapers in Dublin. 
and week after week they were sent reams of 
atrocities, which could be verified on oath. yet 
they were not published. He protested against 
the action of the Nationalist newspapers, Their 
people were too tolerant, and were allowing the 
other side to walk.over them. Atrocities ten 
times worse than those committed by the Turke 
were being perpetrated in Ulster. They should 
transform the thoughts they had in their headg 
into action to help the Northern Catholics. 


THE FIRST STEP. 


CONCENTRATING OPINION. 


Mr. de Valera said that they would do their 
best to make the facts known. The first thing 
was to get public opinion concentrated upon 
the atrocities in the North, Every delegate 
there must feel for those who had to live 
under such conditions, and they hoped that 
the agreement would enable a common olicy 
to be worked out to deal with the gituation in 
the North.

ULSTER’S DETERMINATION, 


On the motion for adjournment of the 
Northern Parliament yesterday, Sir James 
Craig, at the outset of his statement, expressed 
sympathy with the relatives of all those’ who 
had died since the House last met, and with 
those whose historical and ancestral homes were 
destroyed. He asked them to accept the 
assurance that they. understood what the loss 
meant, and to accept their deepest sympathy. 

Referring to the burning Shane's Castle, 
Sir James said that Lord O'Neill (the Speaker's 
father), perhaps, in all Ulster, was the one 
man who might have been spared that in- 
dignity. He had never done anything to rouse 
the enmity of anybody, and yet an historical 
landmark that everyone was proud of was razed 
to the ground. They regretted the occurrences, 
but they would be nerved to every effort to 
prevent anything of the kind occurring again. 

Continuing his statement, Sir James said that 
they must take a broad view of the very serious 
situation which confronted them. He asked t 
House to recollect that since the unprovoked 
raid across the borders and the Sperrin 
Mountains raid there had been no comprehensive 
campuign designed to strike at the root of 
their Government, and to destroy their Parlia- 
mentary institutions and throw them into the 
same chaotic state as had been done in the 
South and West, until the recent series of 
murders and outrages in Antrim, Down, and 
Belfast. 

“The most serious factor at the moment,” 
continued Sir James, “it the pact that has 
been entered into between Mr. Collins and Mr. 
de Valera. The British Government have 
realised that. 1 have for some time anticipated 
—or, at all events, have been careful enough 
te run no risks—that such an event might have 
taken place. That pact means that between 
Mr. Collins and Mr. de Valera there is an 
understanding. Part of that understanding has 
been published to the world. How much has 
been arranged behind backs? We here in 
Ulster can afford to take no risks. 

THE NEW SITUATION, 
CAUSES OF UNEASINESS. 

Up to a few days ago we were told that the 
Free State—those backing the Treaty—were 
triumphing over Mr. de Valera, that the 
Treatyites were going to save Ireland, and that 
thereafter we would have a stable Government, 
and that peace would descend on the South 
and West. If that assurance of certainty that, 
was, expressed by believers in the Treaty were 
of such a strong character, where was the 
necessity to come to this agreement, so dis- 


Tt was i ible íor ther Government to probe 
behind the scenes, and, therefore, it was essen- 
tial that they should anticipate the worst, and 
be prepared to mect it, That was the policy of 
the Government. 

Mr. Collins on the 3rd of May had declared 
that the Treaty was a step towards a Republic, 
and would not withdraw anything he said about 
it. He (Sir James) had nog overlooked the 
0 oF ad of this, and he would be no leader if 

e had. 

There were, primarily, two causes which con- 
tributed to the uneasiness, the unrest, and the 
nervousness in their midst. One of these causes 
undoubtedly was the bargain entered into be- 
hind backs, of a Commission to come to Ulster, 
to map out what territory was to belong to 
Southern Ireland and whai to Northern Ire- 
land. Attempts had been made from time to 
time to come to some arrangement whereby the 
terms of the Treaty might be modified, and 
that only with the consent of their Governmenp 
could anything be done to alter their boundary: 

The whole situation had immediately changed 
with this latest pact, because when the British 
Government entered into the Treaty the idea 
was that the elections would be held, and that 
Mr. Collins would be returned by a huge 
majority in the South to a Parliament within 
the ambit of the British Empire. The pact 
changed the whole situation. 

Although I was pes before, continued 
Sir James, to treat with the Southern represen- 
tatives of the Free State, who were within the 
ambit of the British Empire, 1 am not prepared 
to treat with a composite Government, one half 
of which is Republican in sentiment, and the 
other half of which says it does not go back on 
a statement that the Treaty is a step towards 
e Republic. (Hear, hear.) 


NO COMMISSION, 
UNITED CABINET’S VIEW. 

If I had any anxiety before, I have none what- 
ever now. The immediate consequences of this 

act, continued Sir James, is that my col- 
eagues and myself now announce—and I think, 
at all events, that of the “ee they some- 
times make against us, n y doubts the 
sanctity of our word—a united Cabinet now an- 
nounces that we will not have any Boundary 
Commission, under any circumstances whatever. 
(Cheers.) 1 state that without equivocation or 
reservation, he declared amidst continued 
cheers. 

The time has now passed to endeavour to 
come to mutual accommodation. The time has 
come when we have to look back with concern, 
and, in my case, with the very ganar regret, 
that there is not a more reasonable spirit shown 
towards us, and that the upholder of the 
Treaty in the South had not the courage ‘to 
stick to his guns, and io carry out what he had 
promised .to do—and that is to beat the Re- 
publicans, and to see that stable Government 
was proclaimed im the South and West. 

The first result of the t, he continued, was 
to allow him to make that statement to the 
House, and to the whole six counties, in order 
that they might understand that “ there has 
been a complete wash out, and that there will 
be nothing more about a Commission,” What 
we have now, he declared emphatically, amidst 
cheers, we will hold. 

Proceeding, Sir James said that the second 
result of the pact was the consideration whether 
some immediate action should not be taken 
against those in their midst, not so much the

Stories of survivors from the P. and O. 
liner Egypt, sunk in collision off Ushant 
on Saturday evening, show that a. panic 
occurred among the Lascar crew when the 
ship began to sink. Boats were rushed and 
revolvers and knives used in a mad fight 


for life. 

In an interview at Brest,.ove of the survivors 
speaks of the harrowing ‘scenes he witnessed 
on the deck of the vessel, after the collision. 
There was a general panic, he said, and terri- 
fied women and children rushed about in all 


directions. 

A passenger,-.who attempted to make way for 
his wife, and get her into one of the boats, 
was shot dead by a Lascar, who drew a re- 
volver from his pao, and fired point-blank 
at the senger’s ‘ 

A little later when a boat was being lowered, 
in which there was a number of people, mostly 
women and children, Lascar sailors jumped into 
it in such numbers that one of the ropes broke. 
The boat turned over, and its occupants were 
thrown into the water. Then the other rope 
gave way, and the boat fell into the sea, killing 
several persons in the water, . 

“I myself preferred to jump into the sea, 
trusting to a lifebelt to keep me up. I was 
able to rescue a woman who was about. to sink. 


'I held her up for more than four hours, when 


we were picked up by a boat and brought on 
board the Seine.” . 

In reply to a question as to how it was that 
the officere of the Egypt were unable to control 
the situation better, the passenger said that the 
officers did all that was possible. | All the be. 
sengers agreed that, if the Lascar ctew had 
behaved differently, almost everybody could 
have been saved. | 

Admiral .Segerer, Maritime Prefect of Brest, 
said that when the collision occurred a panic 
broke out and terrible scenes were witnessed. 
Knives were drawn and revolver shots fired. 
The Admiral said thst among the dead bodies 
picked up by the French vessel some had their 
heads completely battered in. 

Mrs. E. Southby (not Southey, as at first 
telegraphed) is among the survivors. 

All hopes of effecting any more rescues have 
been given up. 

The Marconi Wireless Telegraph Company re- 
ceived a message yesterday from Mr. Graves, 
the senior wireless operator on the Egypt, say- 
ing that Messrs. Hardwick and Curtis, the 
eccond and third wireless operators, had been 
drowned. 

Colonel Franklin, one of the sufvivors, spoke 
of the conduct of Captain Le Merzic and the 
sailors of the Seine as being beyond all praise. 
Colonel] Franklin added that the captain of the 
Egypt was the last to leave his ship, and was 
picked up by lifeboats. 

French gunboats which put out from Brest 
found two empty lifeboats. A French launch 
recovered the bodies of Mr. Curtis and Mr. 
Taylor. A French fishing boat has found the 
body of a woman wearing ear-rings made «f 
Peruvian coins, and wearing a gold signet ring 
bearing the initials B.M,

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& GERMANY DEFAUTS; 
FRENCH COMMENT ON THY 
ENTENTE, 


PARIS, Tuesday. 
Commenting on Mr. Bonar Laws speech at 


the diner of the Associated Anglo-French 
Societies last night, the 7’cmps says :— The best 
means of averting possible International 
catastrophes is the maintenance of the union 
of France and Great Britain, and the. proving 
of that union by common action after May 31 
if Germany definitely and deliberately defaults ; 
but we do not hesitate to say that, should 
Great Britain refuse to take part in common 
action, the interests of the British Empire 
demand that France should act alone. 

To read Mr. Bonar Law’s speech (adds the 
Temps), one might imagine that the Frencli 
Government is taking some sort of offensive, 
threatening its Allies with the execution of a 
premeditated action.’ This is not the case, and 
we should insist that the French Government 
is appealing for common action, and would not 
think of acting alone unless the Allies assumed 
the responsibility of abstaining from such 
action.

The latest excuse for the pro- 
posed arrangement is that it accords with 
the practice in France and Italy. 

The British House of Commons cares 
nothing for that. It has its own guiding 
sense of Parliamentary proprieties. It 
appears very doubtful whether the Prime 
Minister, having regard to the general 
opinion of members and the opinion of 
his fellow-Ministers, will persist in re- 
serving his speech. It may be anticipated 
with some confidence that he will make the 
opening speech of the debate. He will be 
able later to reply to criticism if he desires.

The issuing of the proclamation was 
preceded yesterday morning by a remark- 
able series of raids and arrests by the 
military and Special Constabulary.

ATTEMPT TO ESCAPE, 


MILITARY WOUND TWO MEN. 

The Government of Northern Ireland yester- 
day took measures to suppress the Irish Re- 
publican Army and other associations in the six 
counties. Early in the morning a great en- 
veloping movement by forces of 
military and special constables was carri@d out 
for the purpose of rounding up persons who 
are suspected of being connected with the 
banned organisations, and in every town and 
in most of the villages in the six counties arrests 
were made. 

In most cases little trouble was experienced in 
securing the “ wanted ” men, and in only one 
case, so far as can be learned, were there any 
casualties. These occurred near Downpatrick. 
where ten young men attempted to escape froin 
a house at Ballynagross. They were called upon 
to halt, but paid no attention. Fire was opened 
upon them by the military, and Thomas Gracev 
was wounded in the thigh and James Blayney 
in the head, Blayney’s condition is serious.

Council, and John Sheehan and Robert P. &

men who were sought for here succeeded in 
making their escape. Our correspondent states 
that at least 50 arresis were made in Fe:- 
managh. 

The men arrested in Tyrone inciude law clerks, 
post office assistants, and . National school 
teachers. At Strabave three persons were taken 
into custody, including a motor driver who 
was court-martialled and acquitted two years 
ago for having cartridges in his possession. Ab 
Cookstown five men were rounded up, includ- 
ing a law clerk who was formerly a member 
of the Urban Council. A number of other 
“ wanted ” men in this neighbourhood succeeded 
to making their escape. 

In South Tyrone the re@ids were made when 
the “wanted ” men weré in bed, and al! but 
a few were arrested. Most of them belong to 
the farming class.

This company, with other 
smatier companies, was having its interests pro- 
tected by representation at the Railway Com- 
mission now ritting, and everything would be 
done to further the interests of the under- 
taking and the shareholders. The receipts 
were considerably lower than in 1920, and :t 
was only by transferring a considerable amount 
from the Government sum referred to that 
they were able to pay the dividend recom- 
mended. Last year, owing to curfew regula- 
tions, strikes, coal supplies, etc., the mileage 
was further reduced, and the number of 
assengers carried was reduced from 502,719 in 
920 to 387,194 in 1921. Expenditure was 
slightly reduced, and there was every prospect 
of a considerable reduction during the present 
year in the cost of materials. In wages, while 
there had been some reduction, the sum pay- 
able was out of all proportion to the revenue 
of the company, after making most liberal 
allowance for the increased cost of living, bu: 
the directors had no responsibility for it, the 
huge increases granted during the war being 
decreed by the British Government. Naturally, 
having enjoyed them, the men were most 
anxious to maintain them. ‘The position was 
one which must cause grave anxiety to all in- 
terested in the development of the country. In 
1913 the total wages on their railway were 
£2,319 odd, or 31.31 per cent. of the gross 
receipts from traffic, and in 1921 £8,693, or 
71.15 per cent. He was very hopeful that some 
satisfactory solution of the present difficulties 
would be found by the Railway Commission.

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COMMERCIAL UNION ASSURANCE 
COMPANY. 

The annual meeting was held yesterday at 
the offices in Cormhiil, Sir James Leigh-W ood, 
K.B.E., C.B., C.M.G., presiding. 

The Chairman, reviewing the accounts of the 
past year, said that the premiums in the fire 
department were less than those received in the 
previous year by £600,000, while the losses were 
greater by £150,000. Their experience had 
been more or less that of insurance companies 
generally, but a resumption of their former 
progress might be confidently looked for when 
trade conditions became more stabelised through- 
out the world. In the marine department the 
premium income had dropped from £987,000 to 
£270,000. The most scrious feature in marine 
insurance business at present was the faci that 
the marine insurance market was too big for 
existing values—in other words, the supply 
of marine insurance was in excess of the de- 
mand. He saw little prospect of any imme- 
ciate yp hg svar in this respect, and the 
outlook for marine insurance was, therefore, 
not reassuring, failing the return of more 
normal conditions throughout the world. In 
common with other companies, they had been 
paying numerous and somewhat heavy claims on 
the business written during former years, 
largely due to the cost of repairs deferred 
during the war, while the total of £354,000 was 
further swollen by the fact that they had in- 
cluded in the clanns an amount which the 
directors considered quite sufficient to cover 
any losses which the company might eventually 
sustain as the result of the failure of the City 
Equitable and other companies with which they 
had business relations in this department. The 
great insurance companies of this country had 
enjoyed the confidence of the whole world for 
go many years, and those responsible for the in- 
vestment of funds had so realised their respon- 
sibehities, that it came in the nature of a = owed 
that, owing to the recent misdeeds of one 
individual, it was desirable to make clear 
beyond any question the policy governing the 
investment of their funds.

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CONSOLIDATED MINES 
SELECTION. 


The meeting of the Consolidated Mines Selec- 
tion Company was held yesterday at Wintchester 
House, Old Broad atreet, E.C. Mr. Walter 
MeDermoit (chairman of the company), presid- 
ing, said:—In considering the year’s work and 
our future prospects, there are two subjects of 
great importance to be looked at—the premium 
on gold and the working costs. Last year I re- 
fused to prophesy about the first, except by 
saying that the premium iteelf was an artificial 
condition, but 1 expressed a very strong opinion 
as to the necessity for a reduction in operating 
expenses, There has been a marked drop in 
the gold premium, and towards the end of the 
year it became evident that a number of mines 
would have to close down unless a materia! de- 
crease in working cosets could be effected. and 
this could only be effectively done by reducing 
the big item of labour expense. The cost of 
labour per ton of ore is not merely a question 
of the rate of wages paid. It is just as much 
a question of efficiency, and efficiency is largely 
a question of good-will. For some months there 
had n & succession of negotiations between 
the Chamber of Mines in Johannesburg and the 
Officials of various trade unions, and in these 
negotiations it was sought to demonstrate that 
unless wages were lowered, or output per man 
increased, a number of the mines must shut 
down at once, and many more would follow as 
soon as the premium on gold had run off.

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FAMILY DISPUTE. 


REPUBLICAN SUPREME 


COURT’S DECISION. 


A sitting of the Supreme Republican, Court 
was held yesterday ¢vening in Dublin before 
Justice Meredith, Justice Clery, and Justice 
Crowley. 
Mr. T. M. Healy, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
James Comyn (instructed by Mr. H. O'B. 
Moran), opened an appeal from Justice C. 
Davitt, sitting as Circuit Judge in Fast 
Limerick, in the case of Ryan against Hanly 
and others. 
The parties to the suit were Patrick Ryan, 
peeks and appellant, and James Hanly, Owen 
oherty (personal representative of John Ryan, 
eceased), and Bridget Murray (personal repre- 
sentative of Patrick Ryan, deceased), defendants 
and respondente, 
THE CASE STATED. 
The proceedings were originally in the British 
Court, and were subsequently transferred to a 
Sinn Fein Court, The circumstances of the case 
were, briefly :—Patrick Ryan, testator, of Brack- 
isle, Co. Limerick, died in 1883, leaving his 
widow, Bridget Ryan, and his sons, John Ryan, 
Patrick Ryan, and Kearon Ryan, and his 
daughters, Mary Anne Ryan, Johanna Ryan, 
and Bridget Ryan, surviving him. The assets 
consisted of a farm of 64 acres, with cattle, 
farming stock, furniture, etc., and certain other 
lands of Gortnavalla, containing 23 acres. 
There was a will dated October 25th, 1881, br 
which the testator devised to his two sons, John 
and Patrick, jointly, all his estate and interest 
in the lands of Brackisle, containing 64 acres. 
The will set out charges to which the Jands 
were to be subject, and had a proviso that, in 
the event of either of his said sons turning ou! 
badly, neglecting his business, or falling out or 
quarrelling with his brother, “ 1 direct and em 
powér my executors, hereinafter named, to take 
up possession of said lands and give same tu 
either of my said sons.” 
The will appointed Thomas Murray (son-i- 
law) and a man name Kennedy executors. The 
widow, Bridget Ryan, carried on the farm for 
three years, when, by an arrangement between 
Jobn and his mother, John took the manage- 
ment until the mother’s death in 1890. Kearon 
Ryan and Mrs. Nagle (Johanna Ryan) con- 
tinued to live on the farm for two more years, 
when Kearon left. 
During the period that Pat resided 
John he never received any payment for work. 
John Ryan resided at Brackisle with his wife, 
and died in 1918, having made a will giving 
his wife, Kate, the life interest in the lands. 
Kate Ryan died in 1919, intestate, and John 
Hanley, nephew of Kate Ryan, went into pos- 
session. : 
Two or three years after the death of: his 
father the plaintiff appéared to have become 
weak in his mind. He did not recover hrs 
mental health until about two years ago. He 
was for a time under the care of his mother 
at Brackisle, of his brother John and his sister 
Johanna, and after Johu married he went to 
live with his sister, Mrs. Murray; then with 
his sister’s son, John Kennedy; and then he 
went about the country earning his livelihood. 

During this period vt was alleged on bis 
behalf that he had no knowledge of a will 
having been made by his father. There had 
been ejectment proceedings. 

Judge Davitt, sitting as Circuit Justice, put 
questions to the justices sitting with him. They 
answered that the plaintiff did not know the 
contents of his father’s will prior to 1919; that 
during a certain period, for about eight years 
after his father’s death, he was mentally in- 
capable; and- that John Ryan did conceal the 
contents of his father’s will from Patrick. 

Judge Davitt reserved judgment, and subse- 
quently decided in favour of the defendants. 
Mr. Healy stated the case. 

Mr. T. Sullivan, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Rinchy (instructed by Mr. P. E O'Donnell), for 
the defendant, urged that the judgment should 
stand in point of law on the question of reason- 
able diligence. 

THE DECISION. 

The Presilent, in giving 
Court, said that Justice Davitt 
favour of the plaintiff, and that 
been concealment of the will from him, and the 
was whether the plaintiff's rights 
were or were not barred by the Statutes of 
Limitation. There was only one issue. The 
statutes provided the tome during which, or from 
which, with reasonable diligence, a claim might 
have been discovered, when be might have 
taken proper steps to find out what his mghts ' 
were, and might have consulted a solicitor to 
investigate the matter. The statutes must 
be very strictly construed. Reasonable dili- 
gence was diligence in reference to something 
definite. The fact of the will was concealed 
from the pleintiff. That was what he would 
have to prosecute inquiry into, and they held 
that there was no want of reasonable diligence 
on his part, even assuming that during the 
whole of the jime he was in possesion of all ha: 
faculties. Tie had no hesitation m holding 
that the new tenancy that had been created 
was a graft on the oki.
